a second conductive section having a second outer plate connected to a second 
inner plate, wherein the second outer plate and the second inner plate are substantially 
coplanar with one another, and wherein the second inner plate is located within a first 
hole in the first outer plate and the first inner plate is located within a second hole in the 
second outer plate such that a first distance is present between the second inner plate 
and the first outer plate and a second distance is present between the first inner plate 
and the second outer plate;
